Light. 

A  first-class  Stereopticon  Apparatus,  with  4-inch  achromatic 
lenses,  all  the  necessary  gas  apparatus,  clock-work  to  move  the 
lime,  dissolving  view  cocks,  &c.

The  Stereopticon  is  a  new  instrument  for  producing  magnified 
pictures  and  scenes  on  a  wall  or  screen,  for  the  entertainment  of  a 
large  audience.  Any  one  who  has  seen  an  exhibition  of  this  ap- 
paratus must  have  been  struck  with  the  wonderful  relief  given  to  a 
landscape  view,  or  a  piece  of  statuary  magnified  fifteen  to  thirty 
feet  high  and  proportionally  wide,  having,  indeed,  almost  as  perfect 
a  stereoscopic  effect  as  is  produced  by  the  Stereoscope  itself.  The 
cause  of  this  stereoscopic  effect  is  due,  first,  to  the  scenes  and  pic- 
tures being  photographs  from  nature  and  solid  objects,  thereby 
being  strictly  correct  representations  both  as  regards  light  and 
shade,  and  true  perspective  ;  second,  to  the  great  intensity  of  the 
light,  by  which  the  darkest  portions  of  the  picture  are  strongly 
illuminated  ;  and  third,  to  the  superior  quality  of  the  lenses  with 
which  the  instrument  is  furnished.  Any  stereoscope  picture  on 
glass  will  answer  for  the  Stereopticon,  provided  the  ground  or 
milky  glass  is  removed  from  the  back  of  the  picture.  These  are 
equal  to  the  English  instruments  in  effect,  and  are  furnished  at  a 
much  lower  price. 

In  the  Dissolving  Views  the  change  seems  almost  miraculous, 
for  whilst  observing  a  view  of  a  castle,  abbey,  or  ruin,  the  operator 
has  the  facility  of  changing  in  so  gradual  a  manner  to  an  entirely 
different  view,  as  from  day  to  night,  exterior  to  an  interior,  or  from 
one  city  to  another,  that  the  audience  is  completely  bewildered  ; 
and  this  is  accomplished  without  leaving  the  room  for  one  moment 
in  darkness  ;  statuary  is  seen  with  remarkable  effect,  either  upon  a 
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blue  or  black  ground,  and  seems  to  be  in  enth*e  relief  from  the  wall 
or  screen.  A  more  intellectual  entertainment  than  that  produced 
by  this  apparatus  can  scarcely  be  conceived.  With  the  Stereopti- 
con  Dissolving  View  Apparatus  this  effect  is  produced  to  the 
greatest  advantage. 

All  the  lanterns  are  priced  without  any  reference  to  slides  what- 
ever —  that  is,  the  prices  are  for  the  lanterns  when  complete  and 
ready  for  use,  with  lamps  and  necessary  appendages,  including 
printed  instructions  ;  but  no  slides  accompany  any  of  the  lanterns 
at  the  prices  above  mentioned. 

To  make  the  Oxygen  Gas. 

Take  16  ounces  of  chlorate  of  potash  and  crush  it  so  as  to  be  like 
coarse  sand,  then  mix  thoroughly  with  it  3  ounces  of  black  oxide 
of  manganese  ;  put  the  mixture  into  the  retort,  and  put  the  retort 
on  the  wire  stand  ;  then  examine  all  the  tubes,  to  be  sure  they 
are  not  obstructed  ;  blow  through  them  ;  fill  the  wash  bottle  with 
about  one  third  water,  and  put  the  metal  tube  through  the  open- 
ing at  the  top  into  the  water,  and  press  it  rather  tightly  ;  the 
other  end  of  this  tube  is  united  by  an  elastic  tube  to  a  metal  tube, 
which  you  now  put  tightly  into  the  opening  of  the  retort  ;  light 
the  spirit  lamp  under  the  copper  retort,  and  in  a  few  minutes  bub- 
bles will  begin  to  pass  through  the  water  ;  as  soon  as  the  bubbles 
come  freely,  unite  the  wash  bottle  and  the  gas  bag  with  the  piece 
of  elastic  tubing.  If  the  bubbles  come  over  too  violently,  remove 
the  lamp  for  a  few  minutes  until  they  come  more  moderately ; 
when  the  bubbles  begin  to  come  very  slowly,  it  is  a  sign  that  the 
gas  is  all  made  ;  you  then  quickly  stop  the  cock  at  the  bag,  sepa- 
rate the  wash  bottle  from  the  retort,  and  then  remove  the  spirit 
lamp.  The  residuum  in  the  retort  should  be  washed  out  as  soon 
as  cool,  and  the  retort  well  dried  before  it  is  used  again.  Care 
should  be  taken  to  have  good  chemicals,  free  from  chips  or  pieces 
of  paper,  or  any  combustible  substance.  It  generally  takes  half 
an  hour  to  make  the  uas.

With  a  Stereopticon  Dissolving-  View  Apparatus,  the  dissolving 
effect  is  produced  by  slowly  turning  the  stop-cock  in  the  middle 
of  the  arched  tube,  which  supplies  the  oxygen  to  the  two  sides  of 
the  instrument.

We  will  recommend  No.  3  to  be  the  very  best  instrument  that 
can  be  purchased  for  the  price  ;  they  are  perfectly  safe  ;  can  be 
operated  in  the  parlor  without  the  least  danger. 
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Oxy-Hydro-Calcium  Stereopticons. 

Owing  to  the  present  very  high  price  of  good  alcohol,  we  have 
been  induced  to  contrive  a  plan  for  burning  house  gas  in  place  of 
that  fluid,  thereby  diminishing  the  running  expense  very  material- 
ly, and  at  the  same  time  lessening  the  trouble  of  setting  up  and 
operating  the  Stereopticon,  and  producing  a  very  much  more  bril- 
liant illumination  of  the  pictures.  With  this  arrangement  we  have 
the  very  nearest  approach  to  the  oxy-hydrogen  light  that  is  pos- 
sible short  of  the  oxy-hydrogen  apparatus  itself. 

Setting  up  and  Operating  the  Oxy-Calcium  Stereopticon. 

Having  made  the  gas,  filled  the  lamp  in  the  Stereopticon  with 
alcohol,  aud  carefully  cleansed  all  the  lenses,  put  a  cylinder  of  un- 
slacked  lime,  one  and  a  half  inches  long,  and  half  of  an  inch  in 
diameter,  in  the  brass  cup  at  the  back  of  the  wick,  we  are  now 
ready  to  commence  the  exhibition.  Place  the  bag  on  the  floor  in 
front  of  the  instrument  ;  bring  the  gutta-percha  tubing  under  the 
table,  screw  one  end  to  the  back  of  the  lamp,  the  other  being 
attached  to  the  bag  ;  or,  in  the  dissolving  view  apparatus,  instead 
of  being  attached  to  the  lamp,  that  end  is  screwed  to  the  middle 
of  the  arched  pipe,  which  is  attached  to  the  lamp  on  each  side  of 
the  instrument  ;  lay  the  press  board  on  the  bag,  and  put  on  it 
about  one  hundred  pounds  of  stones,  bricks,  or  any  other  heavy 
articles,  light  the  lamp  or  lamps,  and  open  the  stop-cocks  between 
it  or  them  and  the  bag  ;  the  gas  will  then  be  forced  through  the 
small  jet  in  front  of  the  wick  and  drive  the  flame  of  the  lamp 
against  the  lime,  which  must  be  brought  as  near  as  possible  to  the 
wick  ;  the  lamp  should  burn  with  a  pretty  large  flame  to  produce 
the  most  brilliant  effect.  If  the  oxygen,  in  coming  from  the  jet, 
should  strike  against  the  wick  and  not  reach  the  lime,  the  wick 
must  be  spread  apart  to  allow  a  free  passage  of  the  gas  to  the 
lime  ;  the  wick,  however,  should  be  kept  in  a  body  as  much  as 
possible,  and  should  be  pressed  a  little  towards  the  jet.  If  the 
gas,  as  it  comes  from  the  jet,  should  make  an  unpleasant  hissing 
noise,  it  will  be  owing  to  some  of  the  little  fibres  of  the  wick 
obstructing  the  flow  of  the  gas  to  the  lime ;  they  should  be  re- 
moved at  once. 

The  light  now  being  brilliant,  the  screw  which  holds  the  lamp  to 
the  bottom  of  the  instrument  is  loosened,  and  the  lamp  moved  in 
or  out  until  the  proper  distance  from  the  lenses  is  found  ;  the 
circle  on  the  screen  will  then  be  clear  to  the  edge.      Now  place  a 
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picture  in  the  opening-  made  for  that  purpose,  and  adjust  the  focus 
by  turning  the  milled  head  on  the  side  of  the  tube  ;  this  done, 
remove  the  picture,  make  the  circle  clear  again  by  moving  the 
lamp  as  before  ;  now  screw  the  lamp  tightly  down,  and  the  instru- 
ment will  need  no  further  adjustment  during  the  exhibition  except 
altering  the  focus  a  little  for  different  pictures. 


Oxy-Calcium  Stereopticons.  —  Single  Lantern. 

The  Oxy-Calcium,  or  Bude  Light,  is  produced  by  a  jet  of  oxygen 
gas  forced  through  the  flame  of  an  alcohol  lamp  on  to  a  piece  of 
lime.  This  light  is  equal  to  the  light  of  fifteen  coal  oil  lamps,  or 
ten  solar  lamps.     This  light  will  exhibit  the  usual  paintings  on  a

screen  10  or  15  feet  in  diameter,  with  very  brilliant  efiect.  It  is 
not  so  brilliant  as  the  Hydro-Oxygen  Light  ;  but  it  is  much  safer 
to  manage.  The  apparatus  is  less  bulky,  less  troublesome,  and 
less  expensive,  and  is  very  easily  managed  ;  a  new  hand  can  learn 
the  method  of  operating  these  Stereopticons  in  half  an  hour. 

The  Stereopticons  with  Achromatic  Lenses  are  much  the  best, 
the  Achromatic  Lenses  producing  the  pictures  without  any  prismat- 
ic colors,  and  more  clearly  defined  than  those  with  the  plain  lenses. 
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The  largo  size  gits  bugs  will  hold  enough  gas  to  last  two  hours 
if  moderate  pressure,  say  fifty  pounds,  is  used.

Hall's  Im- 
proved Oxy-Calcium  Lamp,  ten  feet  gum  tubing,  India-rubber  gas 
bag  30  inches  long  by  24  inches  wide,  with  brass  stop-cock,  copper 
retort  with  metal  pipe  for  making  oxygen  gas,  glass  wash  bottle 
with  brass  screw  top,  tin  spirit  lamp  to  heat  retort,  iron  retort 
stand  and  one  dozen  lime  cylinders,  all  packed  in  a  neat  box,  with 
lock  and  key,  and  handles.      Price,  $65.

Hall's  Educational    Stereopticon. 

No.  9  represents  a  Photograph  of  the  Instrument.  It  is  made 
of  mahogany,  beautifully  constructed,  and  good  proportions.  The 
lantern  case  is  twenty-five  inches  long  (including  the  tongue  for 
the  front  lens  to  slide  on),  twelve  high,  eight  wide,  fastened  on 
the  lever  board  with  hinges,  so  it  can  be  elevated  to  any  desired 
point,  and  held  there  by  means  of  the  brass  quadrants.  The  con- 
densers consist  of  two  lenses  fitted  in  brass  tubes  ;  the  front  lenses 
consist  of  the  very  finest  achromatic  magnifying  lenses,  two  inches 
diameter,  fitted  with  coarse  and  fine  adjustments.  This  lantern  is 
so  constructed  that  different  pieces  of  apparatus  can  be  interposed 
between  the  condenser  in  the  front  lens,  such  as  Prisms,  Polari- 
scopes,  Magnetic  Needles,  Decomposition  Tubes,  and  Animalculae 
Tanks  ;  also  Photographs  of  Maps  and  Drawings,  &c.

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General    Directions   for  the   Use   of   the   Magic 

Lantern. 

The  following  directions  are  intended  merely  as  a  guide  to  those 
unacquainted  with  the  management  of  the  Magic  Lantern.  Practice 
will  soon  suggest  to  the  operator  many  methods  of  rendering  the 
exhibition  a  pleasant  and  profitable  amusement. 

The  lamp  should  be  carefully  trimmed,  and  filled  with  the  best 
oil,  the  flame  to  stand  as  high  as  possible,  so  that  it  does  not 
smoke.  The  greatest  cleanliness  should  be  observed  with  the 
lamp,  and  when  not  in  use  the  oil  should  be  drained  out. 

All  the  lenses  should  be  taken  out  previously  to  each  ex- 
hibition, and  carefully  wiped  out  with  a  soft  muslin  or  linen  cloth. 

The  room  being  fully  darkened,  the  lantern  should  be  placed 
upon  a  table,  about  six  or  eight  feet  from  a  white  wall,  or  a  white 
sheet  suspended  on  a  wall ;  or  it  is  frequently  preferable  to  make 
use  of  a  muslin  screen  stretched  on  a  frame,  the  lantern  being  on 
one  side  and  the  spectators  on  the  other  ;  and  it  is  recommended 
to  wet  the  screen,  that  it  may  be  drawn  tighter,  and  also  rendered 
more  transparent. 

To  make  a  waxed  muslin  screen,  mix  turpentine  and  white  bees- 
wax, in  the  proportion  of  two  parts  wax  and  one  part  turpentine  ; 
heat  it  over  a  fluid  lamp  until  all  is  dissolved  ;  then,  in  a  warm 
room,  apply  it  with  a  painter's  brush  over  the  screen,  and  after- 
wards smooth  the  screen  with  a  common  iron,  heated  a  little.  The 
screen  should  be  stretched  on  a  frame.  This  makes  an  excellent 
screen  when  you  want  to  have  your  lantern  behind  the  screen  ;  the 
glare  of  the  lamp  does  not  come  through  ;  but  it  cracks  and  becomes 
yellow  if  kept  folded  up,  gets  dirty  very  easily,  and  is  troublesome 
to  prepare. 

The  lamp  having  been  lighted  and  placed  in  the  lantern,  close 
the  door  of  the  lantern,  and  move  the  lamp  backwards  or  for- 
wards, until  a  perfect  circle  is  formed  ou  the  wall  or  screen  ;  the 
lamp  is  then  known  to  be  in  its  proper  position.  Much  depends 
upon  this. 

The  sliders  are  placed  in  the  slit  in  front  of  the  lantern,  with  the 
picture  inverted,  where  they  will  be  firmly  held  and  kept  in  the 
central  line  of  the  lenses  by  an  'mproved  slide  spring  and  stop, 
and  the  focus  adjusted   by  moving  the  front  lenses.      The  farther 
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the  lantern  is  from  the  wall  or  screen  the  larger  will  be  the  image, 
but  the  illumination  will  not  be  so  perfect  as  when  closer. 

To  Produce  the  Phantasmagoria  Effect. 

The  operator  should  be  on  one  side  of  the  screen,  as  already 
described,  and  the  spectators  on  the  other.  Taking  the  lantern 
under  his  left  arm,  he  should  go  up  pretty  close  to  the  screen  and 
adjust  the  focus  with  his  right  hand.  The  image,  of  course,  will 
be  very  small ;  he  must  then  walk  slowly  backward,  at  the  same 
time  adjusting  the  focus.  As  the  image  increases  in  size,  it  wiil 
appear  to  the  spectators  to  be  coming  towards  them  ;  and  then 
again  let  him  walk  up  towards  the  screen,  thus  diminishing  the 
image,  and  it  will  appear  to  them  as  if  receding.  The  screen  not 
being  seen,  the  image  appears  to  be  suspended  in  the  air,  and  the 
deception  is  complete,  even  to  those  accustomed  to  the  exhibition. 

Slides  producing  the  best  phantasmagoria  effect  are  those  con- 
taining but  one  or  two  figures,  and  all  the  rest  of  the  glass  painted 
black  ;   such,  for  instance,  as  some  of  the  comic  slip  slides.

Owing-  to  the  high  cost  of  the  Photo-opticon,  slides,  &c,  we 
frequently  let  them  to  Societies,  Sabbath  Schools,  &c,  and  also  for 
Private  Exhibition. 

We  ordinarily  send  from  fifty  to  sixty  slides,  selected  from  our 
Catalogue  by  the  party  hiring.  If  the  exact  subjects  are  not  at 
the  moment  procurable,  we  then  substitute  others  answering  as 
nearly  as  possible  to  the  description  given,  it  being  impracticable 
to  always  keep  all  of  the  required  pictures  on  hand. 

This  number  of  pictures  affords  a  good  hour  and  a  half's  entertain- 
ment, and  more  than  this  when  accompanied  by  a  descriptive 
lecture. 

The  instrument,  together  with  sheet,  rope,  and  all  necessary 
apparatus,  we  forward  securely  packed  in  a  trunk,  so  as  to  be 
safely  sent  by  express. 

We  would  wish  to  impress  upon  all  parties  using  one  of  these 
instruments  the  necessity  of  carefully  repacking.  The  cost  of  ex- 
pressage,  both  ways,  is,  of  course,  payable  by  the  party  hiring. 

We  always  recommend  using  the  instrument  behind  the  screen,  as 
it  then  only  requires  placing  at  a  few  feet  distance,  and  the  operator 
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and  his  instrument  are  entirely  away  from  the  audience.  By 
wetting-  the  screen  it  is  rendered  transparent,  and  the  picture  shows 
equally  as  well  on  both  sides. 

In  giving-  an  exhibition,  the  first  thing  is,  to  properly  fix  the 
screen.  Fasten  the  rope  across  the  hall,  to  the  walls  if  possible; 
but,  if  the  hall  be  too  wide,  affix  to  two  wooden  standards,  placed 
from  eight  to  ten  feet  from  end  of  hall.  Then  dip  the  screen  in 
water,  thoroughly  wetting  it,  suspend  it  by  rings  with  the  rope, 
drawn  tightly  as  possible,  fastening  it  to  the  floor  —  as  all  depends 
upon  its  being  tightly  stretched.  In  case  of  the  instrument  being- 
used  in  front  of  the  screen,  place  the  latter  directly  against  the  wall. 

The  size  of  the  picture  depends  upon  the  distance  the  instrument 
is  placed  from  the  screen.    The  proper  size  is  from  five  to  seven  feet. 

Use  the  best  of  kerosene  oil  in  the  lamp.  See  that  the  wicks  are 
both  evenly  cut  and  roll  up  together,  and  the  chimney  and  reflector 
are  perfectly  clean,  &c. 

Place  the  lamp  in  the  instrument  before  lighting  it  —  the  chim- 
ney is  so  constructed  as  to  enable  it  to  be  lifted  from  the  wicks  in 
order  to  light  them.  Then  turn  up  the  wicks  so  as  to  get  as 
much  light  as  possible,  without  smoking.  Move  the  lamp  inside 
the  lantern,  to  and  fro,  until  the  brightest  circle  is  obtained.  If 
the  light  is  too  near  the  condenser,  or  inner  lens,  a  dark  shadow  is 
produced  at  the  top  of  the  circle,  and  if  too  far  off,  a  dark  shadow 
is  produced  at  the  lower  part.  By  moving  the  lamp  between  the 
two  a  bright  circle  is  obtainable,  thus  indicating  that  the  lamp  is  in 
proper  focus  with  the  lenses.
